WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles today rebuffed a 
Soviet. bid for an early foreign 
ministers’ meeting on ending 
nuclear weapons tests.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 
(UPI)—The Democrats’ smol- 
dering civil rights fight broke 
into the open yesterday with a 
blunt invitation by Democratic 
National Chairman Paul M. 
Butler to anti-civil rights Dem- 
ocrats to quit the party, 

Butler, interviewed on the 
television program, “College 
News Conference,” predicted 
there will be “no compromise” 
on a strong civil rights stand 
in the Democratic platform in 
1960. 

“Those in the South who are 
not deeply dedicated to the 
philosophies of the Democratic 
party will have to go their own 
way,” he said. “If they don’t 
want to go along on the racial 
problem and the whole area of 
human rights, then I think they 
are going to have to take poli- 
tical asylum wherever they 
can find it, either in the Re- 
publican party or a third 
Party... 

“I would say anyone who is 
unwilling ‘to accept the plat- | 
form of the Democratic party 
in 1960, and anyone who is go- 
ing to stand up in America to- 
day’ and Say we are going to 
resist' the decisions of the Su- 
preme Court, and we shall not 
recognize the principles of law 
and order upon which this na- 
tion exists, then I certainly 
would hope they would take 
leave of the Democratic 
prey.

Smathers Disagrees. 

Senator George A. Smathers 
(Dem.), Florida, in charge of 
the campaign to elect Demo- 
cratic Senators Nov. 4, prompt- 
ly accused Butler of dividing 
the Democratic party at a time 
when its primary need is unity. 
“What we need is unity, not 
dividers,” Smathers said in an 
interview. “What we need are 
peacemakers, not agitators.”

But don’t forget 
that the extra-large apple isn’t 
always the best for every pur- 
pose. It may be too big to 
pack conveniently in lunch 
boxes, or it may be just “too 
much apple” for-a young ahild 
to eat at one time, so choose 
the apple to suit the need. 


That question of variety de- 
serves a little special atten- 
tion. Each variety has a ‘dis- 
tinctive flavor and _ texture;

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20 (AP) 
—Vice President Richard M. 
Nixon apparently will visit only | 
Britain next month instead of 
undertaking a wide-ranging tour 
of western European countries 
as he had been expected to do.

Profit in Gravois Creek 


The Gravois Creek sewer bond issue ought 
to be resubmitted.

St. Louis’s Traffic Experts 


One of the last official acts of the Alder- __ 


men before beginning their summer recess in 
July was to vote 21 to’0 for removal of stop 


signs at 368 intersections in St. Louis. This 
forward-looking legislation was urged by Al- ° 


derman A. J. Cervantes and his traffic com- 
mittee, which was finally following the advice 
of a private engineering firm to which the Al-- 
dermen had paid-$35,000 for a traffic survey. 

One of the first official acts of five of the 
Aldermen when the Board reconvened was 
to toss in bills to restore stop signs at six in- 
tersections whence they had been removed 
pursuant-to the recommendation of the pri- 
vate engineers. These measures were au- 
thored by ‘Democratic Aldermen Aboussie of 
the Ninth Ward; Villa of the Eleventh; Kava- 
naugh, Fourteenth; Mueller, Twenty-first, and 
Mascazzini, Twenty-fourth. None is a traffic 
engineer. Aldermen Kavanaugh and Mueller 
are members of the traffic committee. 

It is conceivable that the private engineers 
were wrong in recommending the removal of 
these six “particular signs; it is possible that 
Aldermen Cervantes, Kavanaugh and Mueller 
and the others on the traffic committee also 
were in error, and it could be that 21 Alder- 
men who voted to take down these signs were 
off base,. The burden of proof is on the five 
Aldermen proposing<the sudden about-face. 

But im-the nature of the aldermanic system 
it is hardly likely that they will have to fur- 
nish much in the way of proof. The very Al- 
dermen who will be sitting in judgment on 
these issues may tomorrow want stop signs 
put up in their wards; if they extend a favor 
to the five who need one now, then they can 
expect their backs will be properly scratched 
when it is their turn.

nothing dependable about it. )

Chiang has no right to 
occupy the coastal islands and it is folly to 
do so by force when the Communists possess 
the power to make a forcible occupation so 
hazardous. Chiang does have a right to oecu- 
py Formosa, at least pending a final Pacific 
peace settlement, and the Communists lack 


the power to attack him there except by air .

Pulling Chiang back to Formosa, guaran- 
teeing that is against military attack, and 
preparing for an ultimate political settlement 
of all Far Eastern issues thus remain the best 
long-range objectives for American policy. 
Mr. Dulles may try to ignore them in his in- 

te maneuvers to save Chiang’s face and 
his own, but he or his successor wil] have 
to come back to them in the end. 


A Valued St. Louisan 


Has anyone contributed more to culture 
in St. Louis over the last third of a century 
than Paul Beisman? The question does not 
need to be answered in terms of the many 
fine contributions of others. It is enough to 
know that Paul Beisman kept the theater 
alive in St. Louis, and keeping it alive here 
helped maintain it as a living influence over 
the country as a whole. 

Beginning his life with the theater at 12 as 
an usher for the old Twelfth Street Shubert, 
where Sothern and Marlowe and Minnie Mad- 
dern Fiske captivated audiences a generation 
ago, Paul Beisman rose to be one of the most 
esteemed theater men in the United States.

Supreme Court, With Five Eisenhower. Appointees, Needs ‘Universal Minds’

Their burden is great, if they are 
to be wise in the ways of man. |t 
is far from sufficient ‘to say of a 
judge that “he knows his law.”

“We try to have them sound like kids even at the 
expense of a laugh,” said Mosher. “It’s easy to give them 
a brilliant line where they can insult their father for a 
laugh. But it isn’t natural. The movies developed the 
precocious kid and he’s hard to get rid of. But the 
natural kid is really funnier. For instance, once we asked 
Jerry Mathers, who plays Beaver, how he liked working 
for Alfred Hitchcock. Jerry said: ‘He doesn’t like hot 
dogs.’ To Jerry that summed up the man. Actually, it 
sums up Jerry pretty well.” 


On a tour the writers and the two child stars 
made recently, they were never quite sure what 
Jerry would say next. Once he told an interviewer 
he worked from 6 in the morning te 6 in the 
evening. “We told him he shouldn't say things 
like that; it made us sound as if we were violating 
the child labor laws.

Robert Young, who is getting to be the nation’s 
father image, passed through town roughly about the same 
‘time and he felt roughly the same way about the truth- 
fulness of child dialogue: “It’s a great temptation to sub- 
mit to the lure of a joke line even when your judgment 
tells you it’s out of character or the context of the situa- 
tion. It is a siren’s lure, the easy line, and I can only 
credit Rodney, my partner, with-keeping us from falling 
into that trap. 

“But if the kids say something unconsciously funny, 
it fills the scene. What is being laughed at has more 
meaning somehow. The humor must be consistent with the 
character. Bud’s humor is detached and remote and we 
tested many child actors for the part.

Billy Gray has @hat extra- 
ordinary ability to give a perfectly dead pan remote 
reading.” 

How, I asked, did he feel about the father image stigma

‘worry about it. If it’s too much of an obstacle when I 
turn to other things, I'll take up potato raising. I'd like to 
‘do another picture and a play. But I'd also like to da 
‘nothing.” 

Back to Mosher and Connelly, I told them my kids 
liked their show. “In the beginning we didn’t think we'd 
have children in our audience. We had no cowboys or 
murders or robberies, all the things nice children go for. 
But they watched anyhow,” said Mosher. 


“One reason I think is that we frequently take the 
side of the kids against the parents. We 
think it’s necessary to remind the parents what it’s 
like to be a child. Once Beaver ran away from 
home and the boy was crushed when his father 
didn’t come after him. Later Beaver asked his fa- 
ther, when he ran away from home, didn’t his father 
come get him? And his father remembered that 
his ‘father had not come and how hurt he had been 
and realized he should have gone after Beaver. 
We like to give a message without being pre- 
tentious and this is difficult to do unless you're 
honest.” 


Both “Father Knows Best” and “Beaver” have the 
‘problem of growing children but unlike the long running 
stage hit, “Life With Father,” where the children had to 
be replaced from time to time, both shows intend simply 
to let the kids grow up. Said Mr. Connelly: “It'll give 
us more plots. Now the older one is getting involved 
with girls. It’s great when he’s talking to a girl—he's so 
shy and embarrassed—and when someone tells him he’s 

cute, he starts looking for a fast way to escape.”

Furniture Repairs 


By Hubbard Cobb 


BACK in the old days when 
the strongest kind of wood glue 
had to be heated for use, furni- 
ture around the house that 
needed repairs had to wait a 
good many weeks or. even 
months before the old man had 
enough jobs to do to make it 
worthwhile to heat up the glue 
and go to work. 


Today there isn’t much ex- 
cuse for putting off the im- 
mediate repair of furniture for 
there is a wide variety of wood 
glues and adhesives that need 
no heating and are ready for 
immediate use. 


The strongest kind of a glued 
wood joint is when the old glue 
has been removed from both 
surfaces to be glued together 


and the wood has been sanded |. 


smooth. A light application of 
glue is applied to both surfaces 
and then they are placed td- 
gether. : 

Pressure is then applied to 
the joint until the glue is dry 
“and hard. You can use clamps 
to apply the pressure to the 
joint but strong string tight- 
ened with a stick like a tourni- 
quet is also suitable.

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The ‘Singing Saints’ Returning After 47 Years 


Background of Famed Salt Lake Mormon Tabernacle Choir That Will Perform Thursday Night

SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 20. 

THE “SINGING SAINTS,” 
members of the world famed 
Mormon Tabernacle Choir — 
350 of them—will invade St. 
Louis Thursday in the third 
stop of a three-weeks’ concert 
tour which will hit 12 of the 
principal cities .of the mid- 
western and eastern United 
States. . 

By special train they’re com- 

. tons of music, 
concert costumes—white satin 
gowns for the ladies and black 
suits for the men—and special 
sound and amplifying equip- 
ment to meet the varying con- 
ditions of the halls in which 
they'll perform. 

In St. Louis their concert 
will be at the Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House, and curtain time 
is at 8:30 p.m. In Wichita 
they’re singing in the Univer- 
sity Field House, in Washing- 
ton at Constitution Hall and 
the White House, in Philadel- 
phia, at the Academy of Music, 
in Baltimore at the Lyric 
Theater, in Columbus at the 
Veterans Memorial Auditorium, 
in New York at Carnegie Hall, 
in Detroit at the Henry and 
Edsel Ford Auditorium, and 
in similarly diverse settings in 
Kansas City, Boston, Toronto 
and Chicago. 

It’s a heterogeneous group in 
many particulars: there are 
Hollanders, Germans, Scandi- 
navians, Scots and Britishers, 
among the old-line American 
names in the ensemble. There 
are young collegians in their 
teens and retired business men 
and grandmothers in their 
seventies. There are doctors, 
lawyers, merchants, and if not 
a chief, at least a policeman— 
not to mention farmers, me- 
chanics, a banker, teachers, 
stenographers, nurses, a wool 
puller and a glass blower — 
these, of course in addition to 
scores of housewives and the 
more ordinary occupational 
classifications. 


This will not be the Cen- 
tury-old choir’s first St. Louis 
appearance. They sang at the 
Gafrick Theater on Nov, 19, 
1911, and the following eve- 
ning at the Odeon Theater. 
That was on their first big 
eastern tour in which they 
sang a 10-day twice-a-day en- 
gagement in Madison Square 
Garden and later serenaded 
President and Mrs, Taft at 
the White House. And 18 
sang in St. Louis en route to 
an appearance at the Chi- 
cago World’s Fair. 


Their biggest traveling ven- 
ture was in 1955 when they 
sang in principal cities of 
Great Britain and Northern 
Europe, starting in Glasgow 
and ending in Paris, with stops 
in Manchester, London, Car- 
diff, Amsterdam, The Hague, 
Copenhagen, Berlin, Weisbad- 
en, Bern and Zurich. in be- 
tween. 


THE CHOIR numbers among 
its membership some 40 mar- 
ried pairs, and a dozen each 
of mother-daughter, father-son 
combinations. Many singers are 
the children, grandchildren, or 
even . great-grandchildren of 
singers of pioneer times. ‘The 
choir was established by Brig- 
ham Young within a few 
months after members of the 
Mormon Church ade their 
historic trek to the Rocky 
Mountains from their former 
home in Nauvoo, Ill, in 1847. 

Yes, there’s even a Young 
in the choir—Lorenzo S. (bari- 
tone), a grandson of Brigham 
Young and a prominent Salt 
Lake architect, not to mention 
several grand-nieces, grand- 
nephews and other collateral 
relations. 

One of the older singers, 
Nephi Brown, 71, bass, a re- 
tired utility company execu- 
tive, has traveled some 400 
miles a week all this past 
summer to and from rehears- 
als.
